Mathew Kimes Is 
Given Ufe Term

Matthew Kimes, Oklahoma bank 
bandit, Monday was sentenced to 
life imprisonment for the killing 
last summer of

deputy sheriff.

youthful bandit, heavily 
guarded,

morning from the 
State peniten­ 
tiary at McAlester to receive for­ 
mal sentence. It was following his 
conviction and before formal sen­ 
tence had been passed that he es­ 
caped last fall from the Sequoyah 
county jail. 
After his escape and up until his 
capture a month 
ago in Arizona 
his name had been mentioned 
in 
connection with 
numerous 
bank 
robberies. 
Kimes faces trial also 
on a charge of

ted at the time of the robbery of 
two banks in Beggs, not long be­ 
fore he was captured.
